Our  Campus 


The  people  in  the  SYSTEM  ADMINISTRA¬ 
TION  BUILDING  strive  to  bring  about  a  bet¬ 
ter  relationship  between  the  Phoenix  School 
System  and  the  community.  In  this  building  are 
the  offices  of  President  E.  W.  Montgomery, 
the  Curriculum  Consultant,  the  Reading  Con¬ 
sultant,  a  Psychologist  working  in  the  whole 
Phoenix  system,  and  the  Central  Accounting 
Offices.  Located  on  the  east  side  of  the  cam¬ 
pus,  this  fine  building  epitomizes  community 
pride  and  resourcefulness. 
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Rows  and  rows  of  books  adorn  the  walls  of  the 
only  building  on  the  campus  which  faces  west — 
the  PHOENIX  COLLEGE  LIBRARY.  Hushed 
whispers  usually  prevail  over  the  sound  of  shuffling 
feet  coming  in  and  out  of  the  doors.  The  college 
has  the  only  library  in  Arizona  where  students  go 
into  the  stacks  and  select  their  own  books.  This 
plan  affords  less  confusion  and  gives  students  a 
better  opportunity  to  orientate  themselves  in  the 
proper  use  of  a  library.

Absence  of  props  and  elegance  of  pantomime  pointed  up  the 
Masque  and  Dagger  interpretation  of  "Our  Town,"  Thorton  Wilder's 
drama  about  country  folk  and  life  in  a  small  New  Hampshire  village. 

Without  the  usual  amount  of  props  and  backdrops,  the  success  of 
"Our  Town"  depended  essentially  on  the  acting  abilities  of  the  actresses 
and  actors. 

Unlike  most  Broadway  productions,  the  leading  part  is  that  of  the 
usually-unheralded  stage  manager  played  by  Paul  Hardy.  The  plot 
revolves  around  two  typically-American  families,  the  Webbs  and  the 
Gibbs,  two  neighboring  families  in  Grover's  Corners. 


Cast  in  the  roles  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webb  were  Richard  Cook  and 
Sharon  Caviness,  while  Woody  Gaillard  and  Ann  Dhu  Sta  I  leu  p  depicted 
the  parts  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gibbs. 


Love  interest  in  the  play  was  found  in  the  romance  between  young 
George  Gibbs,  Lowell  Andrews,  and  little  Emily  Webb,  Royce  Jones. 
The  marriage  of  these  'star-crossed"  lovers,  followed  by  subsequent 
family  tragedy,  provided  the  abundant  happiness  and  elements  of 
poignant  sorrow  that  made  for  solemnity  and  impressiveness.

The  Flying  Bears 

The  Phoenix  College  Flying  School  boasts  six 
65  HP  Aeronca  Champions  —  one  of  the  best 
training  ships  ever  built.  For  side  by  side  time,  a 
65  HP  and  an  85  HP  Aeronca  Chief  are  pro¬ 
vided.  A  Stinson  Flying  Station  Wagon  is  kept 
for  advanced  students  to  gain  their  horsepower 
and  four-place  time. 

Two  of  these  ships  are  equipped  to  handle 
night  flying  for  the  commercial  course. 

Located  at  Sky  Harbor,  the  Phoenix  Municipal 
Airport,  the  PC  flying  school  offers  ground 
school  for  both  private  and  commercial  courses. 
No  charge  is  made  for  ground  school  work  which 
must  be  taken  with  the  flight  courses. 

For  students  whose  credits  are  at  a  near  maxi¬ 
mum,  ground  school  is  taken  as  a  regular  course 
and  flight  training  is  done  through  Wings  and 
Goggles,  the  college  aviation  club.  All  flights  are 
arranged  by  the  flying  school.  Advanced  courses 
for  flight  instructors  and  instrument  training  are 
also  offered. 

Mr.  E.  B.  "Boots”  Watts,  director  of  the  flying 
school,  devotes  much  of  his  time  to  the  flying  ac¬ 
tivities  of  his  students.  Mr.  Watts  ioined  the 
PC  Flying  school  staff  in  the  fall  of  1945.  It  has 
been  due  largely  to  his  tireless  efforts  that  the 
school  is  rated  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  Civil 
Aerontautics  Association. 
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No  one  today  has  the  excuse  "sorry,  can't  read  at  night — went  to  day 
school".  Night  classes  are  held  for  the  benefit  of  those  people  of  the 
community  who  do  not  find  it  convenient  to  attend  regular  day  sessions. 
Phoenix  College  established  the  night  school  to  accommodate  adult 
students  who  wish  to  continue  with  their  college  education.

The  Honor  Board  of  Phoenix 
College  answers  the  purpose  of 
Mortar  Boards  in  four-year  col¬ 
leges.  It  is  a  high  honor  for  a  girl 
to  be  chosen  at  the  close  of  her 
Freshman  year  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  the  Honor  Board 
during  her  Sophomore  year. 

This  group  had  its  beginning 
in  the  spring  of  1929.  The  An- 
geny  Trophy  was  first  given  to  a 
woman  graduating  in  the  class 
of  1929.  The  girls  nominated  for 
the  Angeny  award  were  asked 
to  meet  with  the  President  of 
the  four  women's  social  clubs 
and  select  girls  from  the  Fresh¬ 
man  Class  to  serve  as  an  Honor 
Board  during  the  year  1929- 
1930.  Six  girls  were  chosen  to 
form  the  first  Honor  Board.  As 
the  college  grew  in  enrollment 
the  board  was  enlarged  to  eight 
and  later  to  ten  members. 

The  Honor  Board  is  chosen 
each  spring  from  nominations 
made  by  the  retiring  board  and 
when  requested — by  the  Faculty 
Honors  Committee.  The  selec¬ 
tion  is  made  on  the  basis  of 
scholarship,  leadership,  charac¬ 
ter  and  attitude.  If  the  girl  chos¬ 
en  fails  to  maintain  these  stand¬ 
ards  during  her  Sophomore 
year,  she  may  be  dropped  from 
the  board.  Dr.  Mousseau  is  the 
sponsor. 


Eta  Chi  Epsilon,  Home  Economics  sorority,  holds 
membership  in  the  College  Home  Economics  Club 
division  of  the  Arizona  State  Home  Economics  As¬ 
sociation.  Membership  is  open  to  students  majoring 
in  home  economics  and  or  enrolled  in  home  eco¬ 
nomics  classes.

Phoenix  College  was  established  in  the  fall  of 
1920.  At  that  time  it  offered  but  one  year  of 
college  work.  In  1921-1922  the  second  year  of 
college  work  was  added.  The  original  offering 
has  been  expanded  to  two  years  of  lower  divi¬ 
sion  work  leading  to  undergraduate  degrees  in 
any  field  that  a  student  may  desire.  In  addition, 
terminal  courses  are  offered  in  general  business, 
medical  and  dental  reception,  photography,  ra¬ 
dio  communications,  retail  selling  and  aeronau¬ 
tics;  and  extension  courses  from  the  University 
of  Arizona  are,  also,  offered  on  our  campus. 

PC's  first  enrollment  was  53  while  the  enroll¬ 
ment  for  1950-51  was  about  seventeen  hundred. 
The  plant  has  increased  from  three  small  shacks, 
known  familiarly  as  "the  cottages",  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  fifty  acre  campus  with  its  adequate  buildings. 

Phoenix  College  is  a  member  of  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Public  School  Systems,  the  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Junior  Colleges  and  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
schools. 

In  1927  the  State  Legislature  passed  an  act 
legalizing  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  Jun¬ 
ior  Colleges  in  the  State  of  Arizona.  This  gave 
legal  status  to  Phoenix  College.  The  Phoenix 
Community's  loyal  support  and  interest  in  our 
college  insures  its  continuing  steady  growth  as 
an  institution  deserving  the  title  "Community 
College".

Phoenix  College  will  lose  25  lettermen  via  graduation  this  spring.  Thirteen  stripe  winners,  however, 
will  be  back  to  form  a  nucleus  for  the  51  season,  the  military  effort  permitting. 

The  Phoenicians  had  an  auspicious  start,  deadlocking  the  potent  Mexican  National  University  7-7. 
George  Shafer,  brilliant  veteran  fullback,  plunged  over  for  P.  C's.  lone  touchdown.  Abe  Sierras  calmly 
booted  the  extra  point  to  even  up  the  fracas.  Robert  Corzo  scored  previously  for  the  Mexicans. 

Against  the  Williams  Field  Flyers  the  Bruins  awoke  late  in  the  second  half  to  come  from  behind 
and  edge  out  the  air  cadets  13-12  in  a  closely  fought  contest.  George  Carrillo's  sling  to  Dick  Ledbet¬ 
ter  in  the  fading  seconds  of  the  game  pulled  the  Bruins  out  of  certain  defeat. 

Still  rated  an  underdog,  the  Phoenicians  displayed  latent  strength  in  handing  Central  Junior  Col¬ 
lege  of  California  a  42-7  beating  in  an  interstate  game  on  Montgomery  terrain.  Diminutive,  but  sharp¬ 
tossing  George  Carrillo  and  Tony  Hotis,  another  veteran  ace,  completed  seven  out  of  14  aerial  at¬ 
tempts  for  the  successful  night. 

In  capturing  their  third  straight,  Monty's  charges  again  came  from  behind  and  savvy  quarterback 
Tony  Hotis,  set  PC  rolling  on  a  46-yard  sprint  late  in  the  fourth  period.  Marvin  Williams,  Ed  Merritt 
and  Ken  Hammon  also  sparked  the  scoring  attack. 

Suffering  their  only  setback  of  the  season,  the  Bruins  bowed  to  powerful  Riverside  (California)  Col¬ 
lege,  38-19,  before  almost  4000  homecoming  fans  at  the  North  Phoenix  High  School  Stadium. 


Pierce  Aggies  were  the  victims  of  a  35-0  barrage  at  Montgomery  Stadium  on  November  2.  Toru 
Tanita  and  George  Shafer  were  the  main  Bruin  offensive  threats,  running  the  Aggies  ragged  all  even¬ 
ing. 


Following  in  line  with  PC's  growing  list  of  victims  were  the  Branch  Aggies  from  Cedar  City,  Utah, 
who  suffered  a  42-12  defeat  in  Phoenix  in  an  Armistice  Day  battle.  The  tilt  almost  turned  into  a  record¬ 
scoring  affair,  but  PC  was  slowed  down  by  110  yards  in  penalties.  Milford  Dorsett  played  a  great 
defensive  game  as  line  backer  for  the  winners. 


In  winding  up  their  home  play,  Montgomery's  stalwarts  ran  headlong  into  a  rugged  St.  Michael's 
eleven  from  Santa  Fe,  N.  M.,  and  emerged  with  a  20-7  victory. 

The  Bears  scored  an  electrifying  46-13  upset  over  Eastern  Arizona  Junior  College  in  the  season's 
finale.  The  Bruins,  slight  pre-game  underdogs,  reached  their  peak  by  playing  the  best  game  of  the 
season.  It  was  a  team-play  victory  and  a  fitting  climax  to  a  grand  year.

After  serving  only  one  year's  appren¬ 
ticeship,  Jim  Montgomery  this  season 
moved  up  to  head  football  strategist  at 
Phoenix  College. 

A  fife-long  resident  of  Phoenix  and  an 
esteemed  alumnus  of  Phoenix  College,  Jim 
prepped  for  two  years  at  Phoenix  Union 
and  then  transferred  to  North  Phoenix  High 
where  he  lettered  in  football,  baseball  and 
track  over  a  two-year  span. 

Jim  was  a  top-drawer  performer  for  the 
1941  Bruin  eleven,  where  he  played  end  on 
one  of  Dutch  Hoy's  greatest  clubs.  His 
moleskin  career  was  interrupted  in  1942  by 
a  broken  foot,  and  shortly  thereafter  he  en¬ 
tered  the  armed  forces. 

Big,  likeable  Jim  insists  on  and  receives 
maximum  performance  from  his  players. 
The  success  the  Bruins  have  enjoyed  this 
season  stems  largely  from  the  tireless  ef¬ 
forts  of  one  James  C.  Montgomery. 


Beginning  his  fourth  year  in  the 
physical  education  department,  John 
Riggs  has  become  an  integral  cog  in 
Phoenix  College  sports.  This  season  he 
assisted  in  football  for  the  third  time, 
having  been  head  coach  during  the 
1949  season. 

A  graduate  of  Mesa  High  School, 
Riggs  attended  the  University  of  Ari¬ 
zona  where  he  nailed  down  letters 
in  football  and  basketball  four  years 
in  a  row.

Phoenix  College  basketball  climaxed  a  brilliant  season  March  8.  As  acting-coach  Johnny  Riggs  cleared  the  bench  in 
umping  Arizona  State  Frosh,  60-32,  with  every  Bruin  getting  at  least  one  point.  The  Phoenicians  at  the  same  time  earned  the 
first  championship  of  fhe  Arizona  Conference  ending  loop  play  with  a  nine-one  record. 

Coach  Dutch  Hoys  charges  boasted  a  24-14  record  for  the  entire  season,  with  12  losses  having  come  at  the  hands  of 
out-of-state  opponents. 

The  Bears  annexed  their  first  four  contests  by  wide  margins  before  dropping  a  56-37  contest  to  the  University  of  Ari¬ 
zona.  Frosh  at  Tucson.  The  potent  Hoymen  came  back  to  Phoenix  to  dunk  powerful  Fullerton  Junior  College,  62-60,  before 
putting  on  their  traveling  shoes  for  the  Christmas  vacation  Eastern  trek. 

Taking  Eastern  Arizona  Junior  College  into  hand  for  two  straight  games,  the  Phoenix  Collegians  ended  the  road  trip 
wi  ive  wins  and  five  losses.  Larry  Reader  and  Johnny  Nunez  were  not  able  to  play  in  all  games  during  the  five-state  jaunt. 

Returning  home,. the  Bears  took  seven  opponents  in  hand,  including  the  always  dangerous  San  Diego  Naval  Training 
Station  and  the  University  of  Arizona  Freshmen.
